Brahman. 
Here every morning the 
king and queen of the serpents 
are 
bathed and fruit and milk are offered 
to them ; at noon cooked rico Is offered, 
followed shortly by fried grain. 
On 
certain especially holy days the idols 
In the grove and In the household tem­ 
ple are carried in procession to 
the 
house, where propitiatory offerings are 
made. 
The presiding functionary at 
«II these various ceremonies Is neces­ 
sarily the eldest female member of the 
family. 
Once a year a great festival is held 
in honor of the serpents. 
In the un­ 
derground cellar of the house, as well 
as In the grove to the southwest of 
the compound, dough and milk offer­ 
ings are placed. The door of the cellar 
Is kept closed for three days, and In 
order to prevent prying eyes from pen­ 
etrating the secrets of the subterranean 
chamber the women of the household 
cover every crevice with their big palm 
leaf umbrellas. 
On the third day the 
door is opened and the remnants of 
the offering are thrown Into a tank as 
unfit for human use.

The brain is never mentioned In Chi­ 
nese medical works. The lungs are be­ 
lieved to be white, are In the thorax, 
and consist of six lobes, four on one 
side and two on the other.

proceed from holes in them.” 
Native doctors pretend that they can 
determine the nature of each ailment, 
its treatment, and prognosis 
by 
the 
pulse alone. Du Halde, a Jesuit writer, 
includes a translation of one of the 
standard Chinese works on the pulse in 
his books on China. 
It appears from 
this that there are three pulses in each 
arm, each off which is again subdivided 
into an inner and an outer pulse, mak­ 
ing twelve pulses in all.

Belzoni says that artificial teeth were 
in use in antiquity, since he found 
some si*viinens in the Catacombs, 
Modern dentistry admits that th« 
first to teach how to make artirtal 
teeth was the Arabian, Albueasis, and 
In his work, “ \1 Tarif.” are drawings 
of Instruments used for this purpose.

ft is possible for a human being to feel 
the stimulus of pride. 
When 
on 
that 
never-to-be-forgotten 
date the old bell in Independence Hall, 
Philadelphia, rang out, to the uninitiated 
It pealed its sonorous notes for some un­ 
known purpose. 
To those who, br<'nth- 
less, were waiting for tho sound, It told 
*the news that liberty bad shaken off her 
shackles In the new world, that she had 
taken 
her rightful place and that here- 
•fter the people would acknowledge the 
flower of no ruler except such as might 
foe chosen by themselves. 
It was a curi- 
•ous scene in the staid old Quakef town, 
the last plaoe in the colonies where one 
would bare suspected a spark would be 
.given 
birth to light 
freedom's 
torch 
•throughout the Western Hemisphere. 
It 
was on the 7th day of June, 1776, that 
the delegates from the colonies sitting in 
Congress in Philadelphia, considered the 
following resolution, introduced by Vir­ 
ginia's statesman, Richard Henry Lee: 
“Resolved, That the United Colonies" 
•re and ought to b* free and independent 
'States and their political connection with 
Great Britain is and ought to be dlssolv- 


• ed.” 
There had been murmurings and threats 
and ealm expressions of 
determination. 
But here was united action. The people, 
by their representatives duly chosen, for­ 
mally absolved themselves from allegiance 
with the mother country, and said to the 
world that they had cast off their swad 
• dling clothes; they were now wholly able 
to walk alone. On June ll, that famous 
committee was appointed to frame the 
Declaration of Independence. 
Note the

When it W89 announced a,t noon the 
State House bell on which was inscribed 
“Proclaim liberty throughout all the lands 
unto all the inhabitants thereof.” clanged 
deep and melodiously and the throng gave 
vent to long and loud shouts of exultation. 
The old bell-ringer had been at his post 
since early morning. 
He had placed his 
boy below to announce when the Declara­ 
tion was adopted, so that not an instant 
might be lost in transferring the glad tid­ 
ings by means of the bell to the awaiting 
multitude. Aa Ae wearisome hours pass­ 
ed and no sign came to him the ag*'d bell- 
ringer filmily exclaimed, “They will never 
do it! 
They will never do it I” 
Just 
then he heard- bl# boy d apping-hiaJiands 
and vociferating at the top of his juvenile 
lungs, “Ring! Ring!” 
The old hands 
swayed th# sonorous bell witih delirious 
vigor. 
It* reverberation wa* echoed by 
every steeple in the oity. 
That was a gala day in Philadelphia, 
what with rejoicings ani bonfires and 
illuminations. 
The cannon boomed and 
messengers rode away hotly to all quarters 
to announce the news. Washington then 
was in New York with the army. By las 
orders it was read tA the soldiers, who 
acclaimed it enthusiastically. The towns­ 
folk on that night tor* the statue of 
George III. from its pedestal in Bowling 
Green, and it was malted into forty-two 
thousand bullets for the patriot troops.

The first was the man whose fame is 
ticked into our oars every time we hear 
a telegraph Instrument, whose genius is 
placed in broad light whenever we enjoy 
the illumination of electricity. 
The sec­ 
ond rose to be President of the nation 
he helped to form. 
Tile third is the 
father of what the world knows as the 
Jeffersonian Democracy, 
The fourth, 
Puritan, patriot, leader, gave more in 
moral force and determination, in knowl­ 
edge of the law and its common sense 
principles, than almost any man who as­ 
sisted at the birth of the nation. 
The 
fifth was the man of whom the majority 
of people know comparatively little, aud 
yet there was none who better deserve a 
place of honor in the public mind. 
Emi­ 
n en t as a financier, a shrewd judge of 
human nature, his touch on the helm of 
•state was exactly what was needed to 
keep the young craft on her course. Jef­ 
ferson had spoken but little in Congress 
and he had no part in the acrimonies 
whidh then prevailed. 
In a plain brick 
bouse, at the corner of Seventh and 
Market streets, he drafted the I>eelara- 
•tion of Independence. 
The work was 
almost wholly Jefferson's, only 
a 
few 
•verbal alterations being suggested by Ad­ 
ams and Franklin. It then was approved 
by the committee. A few passages were 
•truck out by Congress. Caesar Rodney, 
one of Delaware’s delegates, in order to 
have his vote recorded, rode in the saddle 
from a point eighty miles from Philadel- 
qpbia ail night, and reached the floor just 
in time on July 4 to <pyrt Delaware's vote 
in favor of independence. 
On that day, 
ever memorable in American annals, the 
Declaration of Independence was 
by th* unanimous vote
